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They doe in like manner with reciprocall and Brotherly affeRi- 
on acknowledge the large teſtimony of the cire and zeale of the 
Parliament of Exglard, to keep a right underſtanding berwixt the 
r:v0 Nations, which both Par :aments haye obliged themſelves bY 
folemne Vowes and Proteſtz :on, by all good meanes to preſerve,

his majetties Royall perion, In che end they doe numbly increat 
chat ali meanes may be foiborn which may make the breach wider, 
and the wound deeper, and that no place be given to evill Spi- 
ricot Divikon, which at ſuch crimes worketh unceilancly, and ra- 
ther now that the fairelt, che molt exprefſion, and compendious 
way be taken by {0 wiſe a King and parliament, as may againtt all 
malice and oppoſition make his majeſty and his polterity more 
glorious, and his Kingdomes more happy then ever for this bleſſed

Heras 1t appears, That the King ſeduced 
by wicked Councell , intends to make

It is therefore Ordered by the Lords and 
Commons 1n Parliament, 1 far the Sheriff of 
the County of Lancaſter , and all other Sheriffs
